Havana Banker Proceeded Thence for 


Venezuela. 
Now York, Oct. is.—The steamship 
Carmelina, with Manuel Silveira, tho 
Cuban banker, 
whose recent 
disap­ 
pearance 
from Havana 
was said 
to 
have brought about the failure of J. 
M. Caballos & Co., his 
wife and two 
children aboard, steamed into Curacoa 
a week ago Sunday, according to Cap­ 
tain Bennett and several passengers 
of the steamer Zulia 
of the Red D 
line, which has just reached here from 
Venezuelan ports. 
II. lh Chase said the Carmelina put 
Into Curacoa Oct. 7. 
and left on tho 
forenoon of the following day, after 
j tsking on 
coal, ostensibly 
for Port 
Cabello. 
“I was curious enough to look up the 
Carmelina’s passenger list,” said Mr. 
Chase, “and I found the names of Sil- 
relra, bls wife and two other Silveiras, 
presumably children. 
I was told that, 
they landed at Caracoa saying they 
were going to New York, probably on 
the Zulia 
I learned that they short­ 
ly afterwards went to Port Cabello. I 
thought it strange that they should go 
to New’ York from Havana by way of 
Curacoa. 
Nobody paid 
much atten­ 
tion to the Carmelina,” said Mr. Chase, 
“because none of us knew’ anything 
about Silveira or his connection with 
the failure of Ceballos <& Co.” 
Subsequently 
the same story 
was 
told by Captain Bennett, who said he 
recognized the Carmelina as she came 
Into Curacoa and supposed 
she was 
short of coal.
